!  Duties  and  Work 

The  work  of  the  Department  during  the  past  fiscal  year 

follbwed  along  the  generally  estalDlished  lines,  conferring  xvith 

the  Commissioners  and  technical  staff  and  advising  them  upon  the 

legal  problems  that  arise  in  the  daily  routine  of  work,  too  volumin-

ous  jfor  detailed  description.  The  duties  imposed  upon  the  General 
Coun.jsel  by  statute  requiring  that  he  give  opinions  and  advice  to 
the  Ipublic  as  to  their  rights  under  the  Missouri  Public  Service 
Commjission  Law  and  the  legal  methods  and  procedure  for  obtaining 

same  has  been  discharged,  Numerous  individuals  or  their  attorneys,

as  wiell  as  various  public  officials,  have  conferred  with  the  Depart- 
ment' and  have  been  given  advice  and  opinions  with  respect  to  matters 
within  the  scope  of  its  prescribed  functions t>  The  Department  has 
workjed  and  advised  with  other  agencies  and  departments  of  the  State

By  statute,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Legal  Department  to

a  number  of  rate  cases  before  the  Commission  involving  rates  for

guch  cases  the  Legal  Department  has  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  gen- 

dral  public,  and  in  cooperation  with  the  technical  staff,  has  pre- 
sented all  available  facts  and  information  to  the  Commissiono 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  work  of  one  member  of

djigestlng,  indexing  and  otherwise  preparing  selected  reports  and

Orders  of  the  Commission  for  publication o  In  all,  four  volumes 

w';ere  ■  printed',  or  were  in  the  process  of  being  printed  during  the 
plast  fiscal  year  covering  the  period  January  1,  19^2  to  August, 
19^7 J  inclusive,  and  the  period  March,  19^9  to  February,  1950,  in- 
clusive«   These  publications  were  prepared  and  printed  pursuant 
to   Section  386,170  et  seq^,  R,S<,  of  Mo,  19^9 »

ablle  rates*  The  Department  has  represented  the  Commission  in  all 

litiigation  in  the  courts  wherein  the  Commission  was  a  party  or  liad 

an  Interest  therein  on  behalf  of  the  consumers  of  public  utility 

services  in  this  state. 

One  of  the  important  duties  of  the  Commission  requiring

Commission  in  any  valuation  or  rate  case  vj-hich  may  be  before  it, 
ajid  for  any  other  purpose  which  the  Commission  might  deem  proper 
uhder  the  circumstances e  Special  Studies  are  also  made  from  time 
to  time  by  members  of  the  Departnient  for  the  purpose  of  Inquiring 
a'3  to  the  adequacy,  or  inadequacy,  of  the  net  operating  income  of 
t,'he  utility  under  review,  based  on  its  existing  rate  structure, 

■  During  the  fiscal  year  the  largest  and  most  important  cases

Missouri «   Some  of  them  pass  through  the  State  and  supply  gas  in 
other  states  beyond  Missouri o  The  oimers  of  the  interstate  pipe- 
lines are  continually  extending  and  enlarging  their  systems  but 
the  call  for  the  service  outruns  the  expansion  programs «  Except 
under  extreme  weather  conditions  the  major  pipe  lines  in  the 
State  are  now  able  to  supply  gas  to  the  distributing  systems  for 
use  of  the  domestic  customers  no\«:  connected,  but  they  are  yet

the  use  of  coal  or  oil^  has  and  is  leading  the  public  to  demand 

,more  and  more  gas  for  general  use  and  space  heatings 

Conferences  with  the  Federal  Power  Commission  have  been 

attended  and  testimony  has  been  presented  to  that  Commission 

for  the  purpose  of  securing  greater  supplies  of  natural  gas 

for  the  public  in  this  State o  These  efforts  have  not  been 

without  success.  Greater  quantities  of  gas  are  now  being 
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supplied  than  ever  before  but  there  is  yet  a  lot  to  be  done « 

Preparations  are  noi-/  being  made  to  convert  additional

the  War,  During  the  War  they  were  restricted  in  most  part  to 
the  construction  and  operation  of  their  facilities  to  iisers  of 
the  service  engaged  in  the  war  effort ,  Following  the  war  the 
relocation  of  the  public  apparently  continues  to  be  in  the 
ui^ban  areas,  but  even  so,  telephone  companies  serving  small 
cities  have  found  themselves  with  severely  inadequate  facili-  ■ 
ties  for  rendering  service.  For  a  time  these  utilities  were 
alple  to  expand  by  downgrading   service,  changing  direct  cus- 
tomer lines  to  serve  tv/o,  three,  and  four  customers^  thereby 
providing  additional  service,  but  that  has  failed  to  meet  the 
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demand  for  increased  usages  of  the  service o 

Utilities  have  been  urged  to  provide  facilities  and  they 
have  made  great  efforts  to  get  materials  for  expansion  to  render 
sprvice  but  that  is  yet  short  of  the  present  needs c  It  is  necess- 
ary to  handle  many  complaints  from  persons  throughout  the  State 
^ho  desire  and  need  telephone  service  but  are  unable  to  obtain 
it.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  assist  in  carrying  on  this 
expansion  program  but  time  and  materials  v/ill  be  required  to  bring 
the  service  back  to  normal «  Considerable  effort  has  been  made  to 
^et  the  telephone  companies  to  extend  the  service  more  and  more 
into  rural  areas «,  The  companies  have  responded-  substantially  to 
this  demand  for  service  but  there  is  much  yet  to  be  done« 

The  Department  has  made  original  cost  studies  of  many  of 
the  telephone  systems  through  the  State  and  made  many  inspections 
of  systems  for  the  purpose  of  informing  the  Commission  relative  to 
the  condition  of  the  plants  through  v:hich  service  has  been  fur- 
nished a   These  surveys  have  been  required  particularly  because 
I  of  requests  for  increases  in  rates*?  The  telephone  companies  have 
filed  many  applications  with  the  Commission  to  increase  rates* 
Several  applications  have  been  vigorously  opposed  by  customers 
I  and  cities  iibecause  of'  unsatisfactory  servieeo  In  some  instances 

'  the  Commission  has  refused  to  alloi^  increases  owing  to  the  un- 
satisfactory  service  ot   has  allowed  increases  sufficient  only 

■  to  meet  increases  in  wages  to  employes  who  have  the  work  of 

,'  maintaining  and  operating  the  exchanges  throughout  the  State. 
It  has  been  found  that  where  utilities  have  given 

,  first  class  telephone  service  the  public  has  not  go  seriously 
objected  to  the  increases  in  rates  required  to  meet  the  operating 
expenses o     Particularly  is  this  true  where  it  is  foiuid  that  the 


employes  of  the  teleplioiie  systems  have  been  given  increeises  jji 
wages.  It  continues  to  he  very  apparent  that  the  p-ablic  is 
willing  to  pay  for  high  class  service  when  -furnished  through  a 
we'll  maintained  and  economically  operated  exchange.

Senior  Stenographers •  Every  member  of  the  Department  is  well

seasoned  in  transportation  problems,  the  four  technical  men  having 

a 'Combined  total  of  90  years'  experience  in  that  field.  Each 
employee  has  been  carefully  chosen  for  the  position  he  or  she 
hdlds. 

The  Department  examines  into  and  studies  the  reasonableness 
of'  proposed  changes  In  rates  and  fares  of  approximately  5S0 
transportation  agencies  doing  an  intrastate  business  in  Missouri, 
It;  maintains  authoritative  operating  records  for  these  and  63C 
strictly  interstate  motor  carriers  operating  in  Missouri «,  The 
Department  renders  general  assistance  to  these  carriers  and  the 
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public  in  connection  with  interstate  and  intrastate  rate  problems 
arid  annually  handles  thousands  of  complaints  pertaining  to  rates 
and  services •  Many  of  these  complaints  are  formal  in  nature 
but  for  the  most  part  are  informal  complaints  filed  by  the  public 
in  general* 

During  the  past  year,  a  total  of  '+»93^  tariff  schedules  naming 
Missouri  intrastate  rates,  fares,  charges,  rules  and  regulations 
pertaining  to  the  carriage  of  persons  or  property  were  filed  with 
tl^e  Commission.  Each  of  these  tariff  schedules  is  carefully  ex- 
amined to  determine  whether  its  provisions  are  reasonable  and  com- 
ply with  the  Commission's  prescribed  rules  of  publieationo  During 
tl^ie  year  we  found  it  necessary  to  reject  25  tariffs  as  being  un- 
lawful* In  2.3  eases 5  rates  were  suspended  from  becoraing  effective 
pending  investigation  and  hearing  as  to  their  propriety.   In  l^O 

other  cases  we  required  Immediate  corrective  action  to  be  taken 
I 

before  permitting  the  rates  to  become  effective o  The  Department 

I 
maintains  a  constant  and  exceedingly  heavy  volume  of  correspondence 

with  individual  carriers  and  their  tariff  publishing  agents,  obtain- 

img  correction  of  objectionable  matter  in  tariff  publications* 

In  addition  to  maintenance  of  the  official  file  of  all  tariffs 
naming  Missouri  intrastate  rates  and  charges  for  the  transportation 
of  persons  or  property,  the  Department  maintains  an  extensive  file 
of  interstate  tariffs  of  different  transportation  agencies*.   These 
schedules  are  used  by  the  Department  for  rate  comparative  purposes 
and  are  open  to  and  used  by  other  state  governmental  agencies  and 
the  public  at  large. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  the  Department  pre- 
pared 212  formal  orders.   They  are  too  numerous  to  detail  into 

this  report,  but  of  this  number  156  were  in  response  to  appli- 
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cations  received  from  carriers  seeking  authority  to  estal^lisli 
rates,  charges,  rules  or  other  provisions  on  less  than  regular 
statutory  notice,  due  primarily  to  emergency  situations  or  seek~ 
ing  relief  from  certain  provisions  of  the  Conmission' s  tariff 
publishing  rules*.   The  remaining  orders  were  in  the  form  of 
proposed  reports  and  orders  which  were  submitted  to  the  Commis- 
sion for  its  consideration  and  eventual  issuanceo 

The  Department  is  represented  at  all  formal  hearings  before 
the  Commission  when  matters  involving  rates 5  charges  and  services 
of  transportation  agencies  are  involved  and  assists  the  Commission 
in  obtaining  the  facts  necessary'-  for  orderly  and  proper  determin- 
a'tion  of  the  issues  involved «  The  Hate  Department  also  partici- 
pates, on  behalf  of  the  Gommissiong  in  certain  interstate  pro- 
ceedings involving  interstate  rates  from-^  to  and  between  points  in 
Missouri,,   It  accumulates  and  compiles  the  essential  statistics  of 
Kissouri  intrastate  railroad  and  motor  carrier  operations  and  re- 
ceives and  analyzes  various  statistics  prepared  by  other  state 
commissions  and  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  keep  in- 
formed of  transportation  conditions  in  surrounding  states,  various 
i^ate  territories  and  the  United  States  as  a  whole o 

During  the  past  year  the  Rate  Department  continued  its 
ptrogram  of  restating  bus  and  truck  operating  authorities  to 
eliminate  ambiguity,  simplify  the  Commission's  records  and  facili- 
tate publication  of  tariff  schedules  covering  such  authorities o 
Primarily,  this  work  consists  of  restating  operating  authorities 
when  such  authorities  are  transferred o  During  the  period  covered 
Ijy  this  report  we  have  made  75  such  restatements  of  authority* 
This  program  was  begun  in  19^6  and  the  past  year's  work  in  this 
respect  brings  the  total  of  restatements  of  authority  up  to  268, 
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The  Rate  Department  also  Ijegan  vjork  on  what  it  hopes  mil 
eventually  result  in  the  clarification  of  all  irregular  route 
authorities  in  which  motor  carriers  have  been  authorized  to 
serve  the  "contiguous  trade  territory^'  of  certain  towns o  There 
have  always  been  doubts  and  differences  of  opinion  as  to  ;just 
v/hat  area  these  carriers  were  authorized  to  serve  and  frequently 
complaints  are  made  by  carriers  that  other  operators  are  en- 
feroaching  on  their  territories*,  By  correspondence  and  personal 
contact  with  the  carriers  themselves  we  hope  to  be  able  to  speci- 
fically define  the  ^contiguous  trade  territory"  in  most  of  the 
authorities o  Cases  that  cannot  be  settled  in  this  manner  will 
be  handled  in  formal  hearings  before  the  Commission <,  As  of  June 
30,  I95O5  the  Department  had  restated  and  clarified  four  such 
authorities  by  use  of  specific  limits  and  most  of  the  groundwork 
had  been  laid  so  that  a  great  many  others  may  be  clarified  soon 
without  the  necessity  of  formal  hearings »* 

The  Department  has  also  continued  its  program  of  "compliance 
.surveys"  of  motor  carriers „  "Compliance  surveys"  is  the  term  we 
|use  to  describe  our  personal  contacts  with  motor  carriers  through- 
out  the  state  by  which  we  are  frequently  able  to  offer  suggestions 
'and  advice  for  better  compliance  with  the  statutes  and  require- 
ments  of  the  Commissiono  In   addition  to  these  surveys  the 
Department  made  rather  extensive  examinations  in  the  records. of 
several  larger  carriers  domiciled  in  Missouri  to  determine  their 
vehicle  licensing  habits  and  the  extent  to  which  they  take  ad- 
vantage of  reciprocity  agreements  with  the  other  states » 

♦At  the  time  this  report  is  being  compiled,  80  additional  orders 
clarifying  such  authorities  have  been  issued o 


In  our  last  report  we  directed  attention  to  the  investigation 
the  Rate  Department  was  making  vdth  the  view  of  devising  a  simple 
and  expedient  method  of  publishing  joint  through  rates  for  motor 
carriers.  The  Comiiiission's'  order  dated  December  6^  19^+9?  in  Case 
Noo  T-10,179}  gives  effect  to  the  plan  devised o  Under  this  order « 
joint  service  at  through  rates  was  authorized  between  points 
served  by  58  motor  common  carriers*   This  one  order  had  the  effect 
of  consolidating  joint  service  authority  heretofore  granted  in 
•Apiece  meal"  fashion  in  a  total  of  69  proceedings  before  the 
Oommission  and,  in  addition,  established  joint  through  rates  be- 
1j\'7een  many  additlona.1  towns  that  did  not  previously  have  this 
advantage  0 

Despite  the  fact  that  numerous  new  joint  through  routes  were 

established,  the  authorized  plan  of  tariff  publication  enabled  the 

oarriers  to  publish  all  of  these  rates  in  a  single  tariff  schedule 

(Containing  39  pages  o  The  simplicity  of  the  plan  is  evident  from 

ifhe  fact  that  this  single  tariff  schedule 5  x^rith  its  considerably  ■ 

greater  number  of  joint  through  rates  than  were  heretofore  in 

effect  J  permitted  the  cancellation  of  nine  joint  rate  tariff 

Schedules  containing  a  total  of  53^  pages  of  tariff  matter*,  There 

i-emains  considerable  work  to  be  done  in  the  matter  of  establishing 
I 
;|oint  through  rates  by  motor  carriers  but  our  goal  of  providing 

for  all  Missouri  shippers  the  benefits  to  be  derived  by  routing 
^heir  freight  between  any  two  points  in  Missouri  (served  by 
motor  carriers)  at  a  single  rate  seems  to  be  drawing  nearer  to 
realization* 

INTERSTATE  RATE  LEVELS 
In  our  last  report  we  commented  on  rising  costs  of  operation 
of  transportation  agencies  and  recited  the  extent  of  railroad 
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general  rate  increases  authorizred  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  In  its  original  order,  dated  December  29,  19^8,  in 
Es  Parte  No^  l68 — Increased  Freight  Rates,  19^8 >  That  increase j 
granted  as  an  interim  percentage  increase  of  6  percent  within 
EaS|tern  Territory,  5"  percent  in  2one  1  of  Western  Trunli  Line 
Territory,  k   percent  in  Western  Territory  other  than  Zone  1,  and 
5  percent  inter-territorially  between  Eastern  Territory,  Western 
Territory  and  Zone  1  of  Western  Trunk  Line  Territory,  became 
effiective  January  11,  19^9*  Each  of  the  above-mentioned  terri- 
tories has  some  portion  lying  -within  the  State  of  Missouri* 
Briefly  stated,  the  6  percent  increase  was  applicable  on  inter- 
state traffic  to  and  from  points  on  the  line  of  the  C*B.  &  Q«  R.E. 
frobi  St.  Louis  to  Alexandria,  Missouri .»  The  5  percent  increase 
was  applicable  between  points  in  the  northern  half  of  the  State  and 
betWeen  the  same  points  in  north  Missouri^  on  the  one  hand,  and 
points  in  the  southern  half  of  the  State,  on  the  other  hand*  The 
h  pprcent  increase  applied  locally  in  the  southern  half  of  the 
State.* 

On  August  2,  19^9 J  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  issued 
its  report  and  order  on  further  hearing  in  Ex  Parte-  No*  168  in 
which  it  authorized,  in  lieu  of  the  interim  increases,  described 
aboive,  a  10  percent  increase  within  Eastern  Territory,  9  percent. 
in  ^one  1  of  Western  Trunk  Line  Territory,  8  percent  in  Western 
Territory  other  than  Zone.  1,  and  9  percent  inter-territorially 
between  Eastern  and  Western  Territories*  These  increased  rates 
became  effective  September  1,  19^9 • 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
authorized  varying  percentage  increases  in  railroad  rates  and 
charges  in  the  different  rate  territories,  the  over-all  effect 


of  post-war  increases  Is  rather  difficult  to  determine,,  However , 
since  July  Ij  19^6,  the  accumulative  average  increase  for  the 
nation  as  a  whole  is  approximatels?"  63  percent « 

In  proceedings  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Gomini.ssion 
designated  as  Ex  Parte  No »  I69 — Increased  Express  Rates  and  Charges  5 
1914.9 — i;he  Railway  Express  Agency  was  granted  substantial  increases 
in, rates  and  charges  for  express  service  to  offset  increased  oper- 
ating costs  „   The  order  in  that  proceeding,  dated  March  6,  1950, 
prescribed  a  uniform  scale  of  rates  for  nation-wide  application 
and  was  in  lieu  of  three  separate  zone  scales  theretofore  in  effect* 

The  trend  of  interstate  motor  carrier  rates  has  also  continued 
upv/ard  although  there  v/ere  ao   general .  Increase  proceedings  before 
thfe  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  during  the  period  covered  by 
thts  report*  Nev;  scales  of  truck  rates  were  voluntarily  filed  with 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  become  effective  March  1.  1950, 
tO'  apply  between  points  in  Western  Trunlc  Line  Territory,  which  in- 
cluded the  northern  half  of  Missouri.  The  new  rates  were  designed 
tO' increase  rates  on  smaller  shipments  and,  under  the  new  tariffs, 
shipments  weighing  1500  pounds  or  less  are  rated  approximately  10 
pefcent  higher  than  like  shipments  of  ma^or  quantities.

INTRASTATE  RATE  LEVELS 

The  same  factors  that  govern  the  establishment  of  inter- 
state rates  affect  transportation  rates  between  points  in  the 
St&te  of  Missouri*  As  indicated  in  our  last  report,  this 
Cofnmission,  by  order  dated  April  15,  19^9?  in  Case  No,  11,533, 
authorized  the  rail  carriers  serving  the  State  to  further  In- 
crease their  rates  and  charges  by  h   percent,  pending  determina- 
tion of  the  application  for  permanent  increases.   This  Increase 
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corresponded  to  the  varying  increases  of  6  percent*  5  percent  snA 
h   percent,  respectively,  authorized  "by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  in  its  interim  order  in  Hz  Parte  Noo  168 <> 

By  supplemental  report  and  order  dated  Decemher  5j  19^93  we 
authorized  the  rail  carriers  to  increase  their  rates  and  charges 
hyi  8  percent  in  lieu  of  the  h   percent  interim  Increase  authorized 
on,  April  15?  19^9=  As  in  the  interim  order ^  we  did  not  find  that 
thte  evidence  warranted  establishment  of  varying  percentage  increases 
in  the  different  rate  zones  in  Missourio  Since  July  1^  19^6 5  rail 
rates  applicable  intrastate  in  Missouri  have  had  successive  in- 
creases of  20  percent,  20  percent  and  8  percent,  or  an  accumulative 
inprease  of  approximately  56  percent* 

No  increases  were  made  in  rail  passenger  fares  and  charges 
dujring  the  period  covered  by  this  report » 

As  previously  stated^  the  Interstate  Gtommerce  Commission 
authorized  increased  express  rates  in  its  order  dated  March  6,  1950© 

I 

Rate  schedules  filed  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  were 
also  filed  with  this  Gonimission  so  that  new  rates  would  iDecome 
efifective  for  both  interstate  and  intrastate  application  on  April 
18!,  19^0.  Inasmuch  as  the  new  express  tariffs  were  filed  on  full 
SOpday  statutory  notice  and  no  protests  were  received,  the  rates 
were  permitted  to  become  effective  as  filed* 

As  stated  in  our  last  report,  the  Commissionj  by  order  dated 
October  27 j  19'-i-8,  prescribed  a  new  scale  of  motor  carrier  class 
rates*  These  rates  remained  applicable  during  the  period 
covered  by  this  report*  However,  on  June  I?,  1950,  the  Commission 
is, sued  its  report  and  order,  as  a  result  of  a  petition  filed  by  a 
number  of.  motor  carriers 3  in  which  the  charge  for  extra  labor  for 
loading  or  unloading  heavy  articles  and  fees  for  handling  CO, Do 


shipments  were  increased.   Certain  other  changes  were  made  in  the 
rules  for  handling  0.0. D.  shlpmenta  which  the  Commission  believed 
would  result  in  improved  eervioe  in  this  type  of  trafflco   The  rules 
prescribed  are  the  same  as  those  applicable  generally  on  shipments 
movi|ig  via  motor  carriers  in  interstate  commerce.. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  also  been  some  change  in  motor 
carrier  commodity  rates.   These  changes  have  resulted  in  increases  and 
reductions  to  meet  specific  conditions j  particulEa?ly  rail  competition, 
and  }iave  not  been  of  a  general  nature.   Sucli  changes j  published  vol- 
untarily by  the  motor  carriers j  were  filed  on  regular  statutory  notice 
and  were  permitted  to  become  effective  without  hearing* 

There  has  been  no  general  change  in  inter-city  motor  bus 

passenger  fares  during  the  past  year.   In  our  last  report  we 

stated  that  such  increases  as  had  been  made  in  bus  fares  were  from 

the  previous  level  of  2.2  cents  per  passenger  mile  to  2^$   cents  per 

pass'bnger  mile,  with  the  establishment  of  a  new  minimum  fare  of  25 

centjB.  The  few  changes  in  inter-olty  bus  fares  that  were  made 

durliig  the  period  covered  by  this  report  were  by  smaller  carriers

I   The  decrease  in  patronage  and  increase  in  operating  expenses 
in  tte  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City  street  railway  and  bus  systems  con- 
tinued during  the  past  year.  In  our  last  report  we  directed  att- 
ention to  the  Commission's  order  dated  August  20;,  1943j  which 
authorized  Kansas  City  Public  Service  Company  to  establish  adult 
fares  of  12  cents  cash  or  three  tokens  for  35  cents,  We  also 
directed  attention  to  a  supplemental  petition  filed  Hay  18y  19^9, 
by  that  Company,  seeking  further  increases  in  fares o  By  order 

of  the  Commission  dated  July  27,  1949s  the  Company  was  authorized 
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to  establish  fares  for  adult  passengers  of  13  cents  cash  or  two 

toliens  for  25  cents »  Children's  fares  were  established  at  5  cents 

ea<ih»  In  our  report  and  order  authorizing  increased  fares  for  the 

Kansas  City  Company,  we  said  s 

"We  grant  this  fare  increase  becau.se  the  record  shows 
conclusively  that  the  Company  must  have  financial  relief 
if  it  is  to  survive  a  However ,  we  seriously  doubt  that 
this  increase  will  even  approach  a  complete  solution  of 
the  Company's  financial  difficulties <*'  It  is  becoming 
increasingly  apparent  that  our  repeated  fare  increases 
have  not  solved  the  problem^  Experience  has  demonstrated 
that  practically  every  increase  in  transit  rates  reduces 
riding  to  some  extent,  so  that  the  realized'  additional 
revenue  is  substantially  less  than  the  full  mathematical 
increase  of  the  new  rates  over  the  old  and  every  such 
;    increase  naturally  brings  the  rates  closer  to  the  point 
i    where  the  law  of  diminishing  returns'  becomes  operative."

mejQt  of  lines  but  for  a  test  period  of  at-  least  119  days  would 

operate  at  a  flat  cash  fare  of  15" -cents  for-  adults  coupled  i^ith  a" 

weekly  permit  card  selling  for  75"  cents  which  entitled'  the- holder 

to  unlimited  rides  during  the  week  upon  payment  of  3   cents  cash 

per  ride*  The  Commission's  order j  dated  June  2,  1950V  authorized 

the  proposed  new  fare  plan  to  become  effective  June  11,  1950 « 


In  our  last  report  v/e  stated  tliat  St,  LoLiis  F-abllc  Service 
Company  had  pending  before  the  Commission  at  that  time  a  proposal 
for  the  establishment  of  adiilt  fares  of  13  cents  cash,  or  tiv'^o 
tokens  for  25  cents,  with  an  off-peak  round-trip  ticket  for  20 
cents.  The  proposal  also  included  a  zone  fare  of  5  cents  for 
passengers  traveling  through  zone  points  at  or  near  the  City 
Limits •  Extension  of  express  service  to  additional  lines  was  also 
proposed. 

By  order  dated  August  ^j  19^9?  the  Comniission  authorized 
that  Company  to  establish,  effective  August  IJ,  19^9}  adult  fares 
of  12  cents  cash  or  three  tokens  for  35  cents  (in  lieu  of  the 
straight  10-cent  fare  then  in  effect)*   In  all  other  respects  the 
Company's  petition  was  denied* 

That  Company  operated  on  the  above -jaentioned  fare  structure 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the  period  covered  by  this  report, 

I   On  September  30}  19^9 j  St«  Louis  Public  Service  Company  and 
St  I.  Louis  County  Transit  Company  filed  applications  v/ith  the 
CoijLmiission  seeking  to  eliminate  duplication  of  certain  of  their 
reppective  services*  These  applications  were  the  sub,3ect  of  a 
series  of  hearings  beginning  December  19,  19^9?  and  concluding 
on,  April  I2j  1950*  By  order  of  the  Commission  dated  June  10, 
19!?0,  in  that  proceeding,  St.  Louis  Public  Service  Company  was 
authorized  to  abandon  its  Creve  Coeur  street  railway  line  and 
sujDstitute  therefor  partial  bus  service,  abandon  its  Kirki'/ood 
stlreet  railway  line,  its  Airport,  Brentwood,  Dale-Hanley  and 
Et|zel  motor  bus  lines.  St.  Louis  County  Transit  Company  i-zas 
simultaneously  authorized  to  abandon  certain  segments  of  some 
of.  its  routes.  BOth  companies  were  authorized  to  establish 
certain  new  service  to  area  theretofore  served  by  lines  which 


were  authorized  to  be  abandoned.  While  the  primary  purpose  cf  the 
proceeding  v/as  to  red"uce  expenses  for  each  of  the  carriers  in  order 
to  holster  their  respective  financial  conditions,  all  changes  were 
made  with  the  view  of  selecting  the  predominate  carrier  to  render 
the  sejl'vice  in  each  particular  area  and  eliminate,  insofar  as 
possible,  duplicating  and  paralleling  service*  Realizing  that  it 
was  esteedingly  difficult  to  make  a  prior  determination  of  the  over- 
all effects  of  such  a  comprehensive  proposal,  the  Commission  authorized 
such  changes  on  a  temporary  ezperimental  basis  until  it  could  be 
definitely  determined  that  they  will  be  in  the  public  interest. 

The  following  tables  show  the  miles  of  railroad  trackage  (as 
of  December  31,  19^9)  fo^  Glass  I  railroads,  small  roads,  switching 
and  terminal  companies  and  street  railway  companies «   The  statements 
show  that  street  railway  track  mileage  was  reduced  132o82  miles 
since  our  last  report  because  of  abandonment  of  street  railiiray  lines 
in  favor  of  motor  bus  lines » 

ihe   total  trackage  of  Glass  I  railroads  has  increased  hy 
15'7*73  miles  because  of  additions  and  betterments »  At  the  date 
these 'mileage  figures  were  compiled*  ^5»2S  miles  of  new  track  was 
under  constru,ction»  This  nevj  construction  is  a  cut-off  on  the  line 
of  thi^  C.B.  &  Q^R.R,  between  Missouri  City  and  a  point  near  Tina,  Mo, 

jldditions  and  betterments  to  small  roads  and  switching  and 
terminal  companies  accounted  for  an  additional  6^3  miles  of  track- 
age for  these  lines.   The  total  mileage  for  the  small  roads  does, 
hoifeverj  include  10.88  miles  of  track,  representing  the  trackage 
of  the  Cassville  &  Exeter  Railway  Company  and  the  Rockport^ 
Langdpn  &   Northern  Ry,  Co,,  neither  of  v;hich  is  actually  operating 
at  this  time.
